smith to mak e it for him, there 
being no law to prevent it. 
T. L. 
Dunlap, of this city , who has made 
a study of the telephone business, 
IS now manufacturing a telephone 
and has a number of them in use. 
the patent being so nearly expired 
that he has no fear of law suits. 
The claim is made that the phone 
is superior in every way to that of 
the Bell company , sounds being 
convey ed 
much 
more distinctly . 
Mr. Dunlap is placing these tele­ 
phones in use in a number of small 
towns, and for long distances they 
are superior to the Bell. 
There now remains only one ad­ 
vantage in favor of the Bell mo­ 
nopoly , and that is 
Us patent cover­ 
ing the 
automatic switch board. 
This patent expires in 1897. 
This 
is only a slight advantage, however. 
On the Bell phone the switch 
board is work ed automatically by 
hanging up the leceiver, but on all 
other ones it is necessary to push a 
button or touch some other contri­ 
vance.
